During February, March and the 
beginning of April, he recalls, 
there was irregular and difficult 
road contact with Tel Aviv, but 
it proved costly. The method of 
travel was by small convoys of 
20 or 30 vehicles, moving under 
constant threat of fire. Thero 
wero casunities — wounded and 
dead —- but oven this slender 
thread of contact was to be snap- 
ped, ironicniiy just at the time 
of the Jewish feast of tlibera- 
tion: “After April 20, that’s 
when our real siege began. Alter 
that, no living soul conld got 
into the city." 

A second ruling condition wos 
the persiatent peeling from the 
surrounding hills, which had be- 
gun after the U.N, resulution of 
Noveinber 29, 1047, eniling for 
the partition of Palestine and tho 
ereation of two separate states, 
one Jewish, one Arib. 

“The shelling,” Dr. Joseph re- 
calls, “affected everybady --- be- 
emuse you never knew where the 


shells ‘were yolng lo fall. They madi 


would just drop indiscriminately. 
There may have heen some plan 
to shoot ao many to the north, 
50 many to the south, etc., but 
you could never tell where the 
shells were going to fall. Any- 
ono going out was taking ἃ 
chance.” 


Impeded by the shelling and 
the threatened loss of 8 supply 
line from Tel Aviv, Dr. Josep! 
and his aides attempted, the weck 
before Pessah, to bring 
Jerusalom three convoys of food- 
stuffs, each consisting of 
trucks or more. The third, which 
arrived on April 20, was the last 
to reach the elty for seven weeks. 
Dr. Joseph gives a vivid deserip- 


own cisterns for storing rain- 
water. Thess had long fallen into 
disuse, but now they could serve 
ἃ vital purpose again. 

“When we saw the di 
Jerusalem being cut off,” says 
Dr. Joseph, “I set up a group 
of 40 voluntecr engineers who 
quictly went around inspectin;

quarters and repaired those which 
required it. The chief water en- 
gincer of the municipality, who 
wns cooperating with me In this 
effort, used to fill these clsterns 
clandestincly without the know- 
ledge of the British administra- 
tion, They were wondering why 
tho supply of water at Allenb 
Barracks wasn't as good as it 
used to be.” ; 

This meticulous preparation, 
Dr. Joseph saya in his record of 
the βίορο, published in 1980 under 
the title “The Faithful City,” 
proved vitn) to the city. “It can 
bo said,” he wrote in his book, 
“that Jerusalem is Jewish today

But in 1948, he recalls, Peasah 
was celebrated not only with hope 
nourished on the recently-arrived 
food storcs and built-up water 
reserve, but also with a bitter. 
sweet anxiousness for the festival 
of liberation. 

“We were besieged and we 
were not being liberated, but we 
were determined to observe the 
holiday as best we could. It was 
the practice — I don’t know who 


started it —- instead of sayin 
Haq Sameah (“Happy Festival” 
to wish each other Hag shaket 
("Quiet festival’). 

“Actually, the first day of Pes- 
sah was, for a reason I cannot 
explain, a comparatively quiet day. 
In other words, there wasn't 
much shelling, not as much as 
umal. It was a pleasant day 
and though the atmosphere was 
one of gravity, because we didn’t 
know when another convoy of 
food would be able to get through 
atill the holiday was celebrated 
in good spirits, although some- 
what restrained ones,” 

For Dr. Joseph the most 
memorable fact of that Pessah 
was that for the first time he 
did not sit at a Seder with his 
family. Instead, he shared a Seder 
meal with some 280 truck driv- 
ers who had arrived with the 
last food convoy. Three attempts 
were made to get the men home 
to their families in Tel Aviv for 
the festival. All failed. 

Ἵ felt that since they couldn't 
be with their families, the least 
I could do was to go and have 
the Seder with them. I spoke to 
them and tried to raise their 
spirits, to make them fee] that 
they really had done a great deed 
for the nation by bringing the 
food we hoped would save the 
city from having to surrender.” 

These drivers were the ones 
whose convoy contained the pre- 
cious foodstuffs for Pessah, — 


eggs, sugar, even chickens, and, 
most important, a supply of mat- 
zot. There was none to spare or 
to waste, Dr. Joseph says, but 
there was “an ample supply.” 

For Passover that year — for 
one week — Jerusalem's citizens 
received a special allotment of 
two kilos of matzot, the same 
weight of potatoes, about a 
quarter-kilo of fish and the same 
or meat, two eggs, and some 
dried fruit. 

This holiday treat may not com- 
pare with the boxes of fine cho- 
colate, delicacies, fresh fruit and 
bottles οὗ! liquor which — will 
change hands this Pessah, but it 
was one, Dr, Joseph says, which 
was received by Jerusalemitcs 
with a consciousness of their his- 
torical association with the child- 
ren of Israel waiting In Egypt 
for their liberation. 

Whether or not tho: besieged 
City of Jerusalem would be able 
to endure the slege after the 
fostival was a question that 
Pessah and one Dr. Joseph did 
not allow himself to dwell on. 

“One had no time in those 
days to fiddle around with odd 
thoughts and hypothetical ques- 
tlons. It was a life and death 
struggle. It took all of one’s wak- 
ing time, every minute. There 
were always problems to consider 
and solutions to be sought, and 
one had no time for abstract 
thinking about one's feelings. Ona 
did one's job, and that was that.”

Dend Sea has been known for 
centuries, although the thera- 
peutierl properties of its water, 
mud and springs were discovered 
only mich later.
